RIGHT PLACE IN DEFENCE 
OF IMPERIAL INTERESTS 

Admiral Sir F. L. Field Indicates How Overseas En¬ 
listment May Be Stimulated; Coast Defence and

That the Dominion* shottltl maintain a tU-fcnre forvo for thr 
protrvtion of their own porta and an many-t-rnisrni as they coulil 
affonl for the miarilinR of their traile routea ia in brief the beat 
naval policy for them and that approved by the present Board of 
Admiralty in Iatndon. 

Such is the opinion of Vice-Admiral Sir Frederick Field. Sir 
Frederick has been somewhat misrepresented in previoua inter¬ 
views in Anstrslin anti New Zealand and has been accused of 
wishiiiR that the Dominions would go hack to their old policy of 
contributing to the British navy instead of having navies of their 
own. 


Government Assured of Twenty-two Supporters In 
Addition To Vote of Three Labor Men In Case of 
Emergency; Sixteen Conservatives and Three Pro¬ 
vincials Expected To Unite In Opposition; Four 
Riding Still In Doubt With Conservatives Leading 
There 

The Oliver Government wu returned to power yesterday by 
a tlim majority in an election which defeated the leaden of two 
major parties, blotted ont the new Provincial Party, linked Greater 
Victoria With the Opposition, and left behind it an aftermath of 
doubt and uncertainty. 

At noon to-day the Government teemed assured of a working 
majority with the support of several independent and labor 
members. Twenty straight Liberals, two independent Liberals, 
sixteen Conservatives, three Provincials and three Labor men ap. 
parently have been elected. With the independent Liberals— 
Major B. J. Burde of Alberni, and George Hanes of North Van* 
couver—the Government is already sure of twenty two vote* in 
the next House. Pour ridings are yet in doubt—Mackentie, Port 
George, Atlin and Cariboo—and in three of these, Conservatives 
are leading. The outcome in each, however, ia uncertain. 

Arrayed against the Government are sixteen straight Conser¬ 
vatives and three Provincials, who are expected to merge with the 
Conservatives, a total of nineteen. If the Conservatives carry the 
three doubtful seats ln which they are leading now they will have 
| twenty-one ridings. This is insufficient to upset the Government 
which believes that, in an emergency, it can count upon the three 
Labor members. The Libera} Party has sssuranoe that none of 
the Labor men would vote it out to put the Conservatives in.
